Subject: —Import of Dates [S. No. 21(b)/IV] from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and Other 
Persian Gulf Ports, excluding Iran and Iraq, during October 1963—- 
March 1964 by sailing vessels. 

No. 146-ITC(PN)/63. —It has been decided to grant licences for import of Dates 
from Saudi Arabia, Muscat and other Persian Gulf Ports, excluding Iran and Iraq, 
by sailing vessels to the Established Importers having past imports within the basic 
years 1956-57 to 1961-62. 

2. Established Importers who had imported this item from the above countries 
by sailing vessels within any one of the basic years mentioned above should submit 
their applications to the Joint Chief Controller of Imports & Exports, Bombay on 
or before 15th December, 1963, in the usual form and manner, complete in all 
respects, stating clearly the specific country from which they want to Import, sup¬ 
ported by documentary evidence in respect of past imports of the said item from 
that particular country. All Incomplete applications are liable to be rejected finally 
and it may not be possible to consider such applications at appeals stage, as ceiling 
earmarked for the import of dates may not then be available. 

3. Import licences granted to eligible established importers will be valid for 
import from that particular country for' which they have past imports subject to 
the condition that the goods will be imported by sailing vessels only and the vali¬ 
dity period of such licences will be six months.
